Says Criticism 
of Pill Caused 
Public Panic

WASHINGTON (AP) - A 


woman birth control specialist 
told a Senate subcommittee to- . 
day that its hearings into the 
safety of the pill had created In- 
ternational panic and prompted 
a 
wave of unwanted pregnan- 


cies. 


Dr. Elizabeth B. Connell of 


Columbia University 
said 
a 


stepup in pregnancies "strikes 
profound fear in the hearts of 
those who deal daily with wom- 
en and population problems." 


She also criticized some of the 


conclusions 
reached 
by wit- 


nesses at hearings last month 
by the Senate monopoly sub- 
committee. 
Testimony 
then 


linked the pill to scores of sus- 
pected side effects, 
Including 


'Cancer, fatal blood clotting, dia- 
betes and heart trouble. 


"From a purely scientific 


point of view, much of the infor- 
mation displayed thus far can 
be likened to the relationship 
between a drunken man and a 
lightpost— more 
for 
support 


than for illumination," she said. 


Dr. Connell, a mother of six 


and the first woman to testify at 
the hearings, said even the most 
vkigent of critics of the pill had 
to concede his data was limited 
and that many of his conclu- 
sions wore based on unsupport- 
ed speculation. 


She commented in testimony 


prepared for delivery before the 
panel headed by Democrat Gay- 
lord Nelson of Wisconsin, 


The subcommittee is resum- 


ing for two days hearings on the 
pill. Dr. Connell was invited to 
testify at the Insistence of Re- 
publican members of the sub- 
committee. 
Some of the GOP 


members have said the hear- 
ings and others in a three-year 
probe by Nelson of drug irrius- 
try pricing and practices have 
been biased against the Indus-

Q—What causes an arm or 


leg to go to sleep? What is 
the best way to get over the 
prickly sensation? 


A—Pressure on a sensory 


nerve temporarily deprives 
it of its blood supply. When 
the pressure is relieved, en- 
gorgement of the affected 
nerves and 
muscles in- 


creases their irritability and 
causes 
the 
"pins and 


needles" sensation. If you 
keep the affected part in- 
active for a couple of min- 
utes, the circulation will be 
reestablished painlessly. For 
prevention, avoid prolonged 
'SUtinuffth your legs crbssed ' 
or with your arm over the 
back of a chair. 


Q—I have had numbness 


and tingling in my left foot 
continuously for s e v e r a l 
months. What could cause 
this? 


A—This may be caused by 


anemia, 
impaired 
circula- 


tion, neuritis, multiple sclero- 
sis or a nerve injury. The 
treatment would depend on 
the cause. 


Q—What is meant by peri- 


pheral neuropathy, insuffici- 
ent peripheral 
circulation 


and chronic endocervicitis? 
Would these keep me from 
being able to work? Can 
they be cured? 


A—Peripheral neuropathy 


is a blanket term that en- 
compasses m a n y diseases 
that i n v o l v e the nerves 
beyond the spinal cord. They

LITTLE ROCK (AP) - Gov. 


Wlnthrop Rockefeller went on 
television Monday night seeking 
public support for his proposed 
tax program which he described 
as one of "tax reform and tax 
equity." 


A special session of the legis- 


lature, which is to begin March 
2, will consider the program. 


The governor called his pro- 


gram a "stop-gap" plan to meet 
the critical needs of the state 
for 1970-71. 


"It will only hold us where we 


are and keep us from sliding 
backward," Rockefeller said. 


The p r o p o s e d legislation 


would remove exemptions from 
the use tax, extend the sales 
tax to services and make ad- 
justments in the personal In- 
come tax. 


It had been estimated earlier

California 
Abortion 
Low Stands 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Supreme Court let stand today 
a decision by California's Su- 
preme Court that the state's 
abortion law is unconstitutional. 


The U.S. high court made no 


comment as It rejected an ap- 
peal by California Atty. 
Gen. 


Thomas C, Lynch from the 4-3 
decision. 


The- law had prohibited medi- 


cal abortions except when "nec- 
essary to preserve" the expect- 
ant mother's life. Violators were 
.subject to two to five years In 
prison. 


The California court ruled the 


phrase "necessary to preserve" 
was too vague for a physician to 
reasonably know when lie was 
doing 
something 
illegal and 


when he was acting legally. 


The California case Involved 


prosecution of Dr. Leon Phillip 
Belous, a Beverly Hills gynecol- 
ogist who referred an unmar- 
ried young couplt to another 
physician 
for an abortion in
